Licensing of the Sugar Trade Is’ the

The licensing of all manufacturers, 
1efiners and importers of sugar has 
been officially determined upon by 
President Wilson as-the next step in 
the control of staple food commodi- 
lies, :

In fulfillment of its obligations un- 
der the convention, the Canadian 
government introduced the Migratory 
Birds Convention Bill to ;carry out 
the provisions of the conyention, arid 
this meastire has recently passed both 
houses of parliament. As soon as 
assent is given to the bill, regula- 
tions will be promulgated fixing clos- 
ed seasons. : 

In the case of insectivorous birds, 
it will be unlawful to kill them or. to 
take their eggs at any time of the 
year. The close seasons on ducks 
and geese will not exceed three and 
one-half months, and the «dates. of 
opening and closing will be fixed in 
accordance with local conditions and 
after consultation with the proper 
authorities in the different provinces. 
|On a number of birds, such as the 
cranes, swans, curlew and most of 
the shore birds, with the exception 
of woodcock, snipe, certain ployer 
and ‘yellowlegs, which are becoming 
greatly reduced in numbers, a close 
season of ten years will be provided. 
The wood duck and cider duck will 
also be given spécial. protection. 
Where they are injurious to agrichl-

Cereals Sold In - 
‘Bulk After. Jan. 1 


“Ottawa, ‘Oct. 24. —The food controller 

has extended by one month the periods 
during which manufacturers and whole- 
salers and re nilers, respectively, are to. 
be permitted to sell small packages of 
cereals, cereal.products, flonr or other 
foods that are the product of wheat, onts, 
barley, rye, rice, peas, beans, buckwheat, 
Indian corn or lentils: Manufacturers 
and wholesalers are now to ‘cenare selling 
original packages containing less than 
‘twenty pounds net, on and after Decem- 
ber 1, 1917. For retail merchants the 
order beciines effective on and afterJdan- 
nary 1, 1918. 
“We are trying to reduce the cost of 
distribution of foods to the lowest possi- 
ble margin without npeeesne the whole 
economic machinéry.’’ Such was the 
statement made to the Canadian prese 
today by Hun. W.J. Hanna, food con- 
troller, when interviewed in regard ‘to 
the restrictions on the sale of package 
foods.

On the principle of praising the 
cobra as being, all told, an efficiemt 
reptile, with no rattlesnake foolish- 
ness. of warning'its victims, the Ger 
man diplomacy. which prepared the 
way for the great war compels a kind 
of admiration.

You have all that onc 
wants in a language—poetry, philos- 
ophy, science, religion. In all these

sh writing that no man in one life, 


can enjoy thein all. You are right to 
be content.” 

He himself spoke the Serbian, Rus- 
sian and Bulgarian tongues. (all 
closely allied), French, German and 
English, with a little. Turkish and 
Grecian. The amusement of his lei- 
sure’ was to try to introduce tng: 
lish literature to Serbia. Among oth- 
er books, he had translated George 
Eliot’s “Mill on the Floss” into Serb- 
ian—a strange choice, but the book 
had pleased him. 

Of modern European life: M.N. 
was a shrewd critic. The overgrowth 
of luxusy he thought ‘a danger ev- 
erywhere. Man getting too far away 
from natural conditions of life was 
liable to degenerate. Sometimes he 
would sketch his ideal state, in which 
the majority of the people would 
have a direct interest in the soil, and 
wealth when it passed a certain point 
would, by the free will of its, posses- 
sor, be devoted to the enrichment of 
the community’s art life. “In its best 
days the Roman republic had these. 
ideas: that it is most honorable to 
till the soil and to leawe your wealth 
to the people.” : 

Of the old magnificence of the Ser- 
bian kingdom, when it was an ally of 
the Republic of Venice, and from 
Serbian printing presses the world 
got its first books ‘in the’ Cyrillic al- 
phabet, M.N:; spoke with pride. He 
dreamed of. its revival: 

“A little corner only. we wish to 
take up. We have no dreams of con- 
quest, no ideas of rivalling great 
powers. To have our own people un- 
der our own rulé, and a little gateway 
for our commerce to reach the sea-— 
that is enough. But we can-have no 
future while we are strangled on thr 
north by the Germans and surround- 

on all frontiers by people whom 
we canot trust.” Russia, France, 
Great Britain are friendly, » France 
articularly so, but we are cut off 
rom them. Whenever Germany 
wishes to put the screw upon us, she 
tops our commerce on the’ frontier.

Case of Moon as Weather Regulator 
‘Not Yet Proven 


The old belief that there is a close 
iconnection between changés of the 
{moon and the appearance of the first 
autumn frost may receive some mea- 
‘sure of support from the weather re- 
{cords of this season. When'so much 
jdepends upon the postponement of 
dips in teniperature it is natural that 
a rule for determining their date 
should be sought for, and why not 
the moon? It is an idea widely held 
that destructive frosts will occur in 
late August: or September just after 
the full moon. This’ date will, of 
colirse, vary from year to year and 
| allowing a limit of a’ few days it is 
|; possible to make a. plausible case by 
'noting how frequently frost and full 
{moon occur in the same week. Im- 
| mediately following the full moon of 
September first there was a_ cold 
\wave with touches of frost at differ- 
ent points in the west. Expressed 
in the language of the weather ob- 
server the two events synchronized 
very closely... The real killing frosts 
did not, however, strike the grain 
and vegetables until September 11, 
which is several weeks earlier than 
they are-expected in the milder. parts.

_ Much succéss has been achieved 
in the improvement of poultry stock 
in recent years throwgtt the efforts 
of the provincial governments, In 
Manitoba, boys’ and girls’ clubs. have 
been very successful in 
pure-bred stock, Eggs were first: 
distributed to thése clubs free, and 
each year an increasing number of 
pure-bred poultry have been raised. 
By means of an exchange service a 
considerable number of the’ older 
members are now‘ supplying new 
club members with eggs, so that dur- 
ing siccessive years it is felt that it 
will not be necessary to supply any 
eggs free to club members, Pure- 
bred poultry can now be found on 
thousands of Manitoba farms where 
formerly a’ nondescript variety, sim- 
ply known as hens, was kept. 

About eight years ago the Alberta 
governinent established a poultry 
lant on the university grounds ‘at 

dmonton, Alberta, which has done 
much good work in assisting ‘farm- 
their flocks. The plant was estab- 
lished to meet the requirements of 
farmers who at the time were find- 
ing it difficult to secure good breed- 
ing stock, and also to give practical 
demonstration in, the matter: of suit- 
able housing, and in the care and 
Management of poultry generally. 

The brecds selected for the work 
were Barred Rocks, Buff Orpingtons, 
White Wyandottes and: Rhode Island 
Reds—these | breeds ‘being most in 
demand. A-pen of White Teehorns 
has also been. kept as a representa- 
tive of the non-weight varieties, al- 
though the demand for this variety 
has been limited, compared with the 
other varieties. 

_In the early days of the plant, the 
distribution of eggs and male birds 
was the chief feature. Very few 
pullets have at, any time been gold. 


sell females each year at the close 
of the breeding “season, to make 
room for the young stock the fol- 
lowing winter. Ihese females were 
sold at $1 each and renderéd good 
service as breeding stock the  fol- 
lowing season. At this time, and in 
fact until recently, male birds ‘were 
also sold at $1 cach and eggs for 
hatching at $3.50 for 50 eges and $6 
for 100. ‘This price was so low that 
most of the orders called for . 100 
eggs and were used to fill incubators. 

s the object of the. work jas: to 

assist poultry men in securing foun- 
dation stock, it was found necessary 
to-reduce the limit to 50 eggs per 
person. For several years following 
eggs were sold at $1. per setting o 
13 eggs, three settings for $2.50 and 
$3 for 50 eggs. 
‘Owing to the ever-increasing de- 
mand for hatching eggs, it was con- 
sidered advisable to still further re- 
duce the limit of eggs supplied,-and 
in 1917 the limit -was. three settings, 
the price of eggs remaining the 
same, namely, $1 per setting and 
three settings for. $2.50, 

Early in 1913, 'a 1,200-ege incuba- 
tor was installed in the plant, and. 
the experiment was made of shipping 
day-old chicks. This proved a suc- 
cess and orders are received *each 
season for many times the number 
that can be supplied: One shipment 
of fifty chicks was forwarded to the 
farthest shipping point in the proy- 
ince, with three express transfers, 
and the customer raised the entire 
fifty to maturity. Another fifty was 
shipped to Calgary and on August 
28 a photo was received of 46 of the 
matured chicks, Only two of the

The average retail price of Family 
Patent Flour in New York from 
April to August, inclusive, this year, 
has been $15.36 per barrel. : 
Upon the declared fair price’ for 
whieat’the New York price of Family 
Patent flour in the larger beckons 
should retail in at between $11.75 
and $12.75 per barrel, depending on 
the milling yield of wheat this year 
and the price of mill feed. The price 
of bakers’ Patent flour to small bak- 
ers and retailers in jute packing, :al- 
lowing for the millers’ and jobbers’ 
costs and profits, should range  be- 
tween $10.35°and $11.25 per barrel, 
depending on the milling yield of 
wheat and the price of mill feeds. 
At the present time contracts are

It may be pos- 
sible to reduce the cost of bread by 
about two cents per loaf if co-opera- 4 
tion of' bakers, retailers and  con- 
sumers can be secured to effect a 
standardized loaf, and if wasteful 
practices which have grown up out, 
of competitive: conditions can be 
eliminated, and a reduction in deliv- 
ery and credit brought about. Some 
bakers of a large volume and with 
special delivery conditions, may even 
be able to increase this. savings 
somewhat. :

There is no fotindation . whatever 
for the report that exports of Cana- 
dian bacon to Great Britain are to 
be’ suspended, Whiat has happened 
is mercly AHat the British food con- 
troller, Lord Rhondda, will perinit no 
importations without.specially. grant- 
ed licenses. The British food ministry 
established on Scpt. 3a single gov- 
ernment buying agency in the Unit- 
ed States for the purchase of Cana- 


dian and “American bacan, butter, 
ham, and lard. From that date no 
purchases will be made except 
through this official channel. Ship- 


ments of bacon, theretore, will con- 
tinue; but it will now be possible for 
the British authorities to keep prom- 
ptly and continuously informed as to 
quantities réccived, quantities in 
transit, and quantities consumed. 
Great Britain and our Allies still re- 
quire at Jeast 25 per cent. of our 
output.

How the French Government 
Handles the Grain, Milling and 


Baking Situation 
Details of the decree issued by the 


French government which places the 
purchase and distribution of all cer- 
eals under control of the state have 
been received by tlie food adminis- 
tration. 

The decree became effective Sep- 
tember 1; A central office, consisting 
of representatives of the government 
and of the grain merchants, has been 
created, There is also to be a cen- 
tral committee of millers ahd bakers, 
Cereals may be*purchased only by 
French millers and grain merchants, 
and purchasers of grain must give 
notice of their buying to the State 
and must in no case pay prices in 
excess of those fixed by the decree 
of July 16. f

This is according to a 
statement from the office of the food 
controller of Great Britain.

Miss Talbot, director of the Wo- 
man’s .Branch -of Agriculture of 
Great Britain, reports that the con- 
ditions for the women working. on™ 
the land are being made as pleasant 
as possible, and that they are doing 
all classes of farm work.
